Tlie Defence of Fort SvLintci-. . 


[Concluded.]^, . 
,• . ; 


For 'the fourth time the barracks were set 


on fire early on Saturday morning, and at- 
tempts were made to put it out. But it was 
soon discovered that red-hpt shot, were'be- 
ing thrown into the fort with -the greatest 
rapidity, and it became evident that it would; 
be: impossible to put put•. the. conflagration. 
The whole garrison was then set at work, 
oras many as could .be spared, to reniove 
the powder from the magazines, which was 
desperate work, rolling barrels of powder 
through the fire. 


Ninety odd barrels had been rolled out 


through the (lames, when the heat'became 
so.great:as to make it impossible to get out 
any more. The doors were then closed and 
locked, and the fire spread and became 
gen- 


eral. .The wind so directed the smoke as 
to^fill the fort' so full .that, the men could, 
not see each other, and . with the hot, sti- 
fling air, it was as'• ranch, as-a man could c!p' 
to'breathe. 
Soon they were obliged to 
cov- 


er,their faces with wet cloths in order, to 
get along at all, so:dense was ' the smoke 
a n d s o scorching t h e heat. 
.

But few cartridges were left, and the guns 


were fired slowly; nor could morecartridgss 
be. made on account of the sparks falling 
in every part of the works. 
A. .gun was 


fired every now. and ihen only to let.the- 
fleet and the people in the town know that 
the fort had not been silenced. - The can-, 
noniers could not., see to aim much, less1 
where they hit. 
. 
• 


After the barracks were well on fire, the 


batteries directed upon Fort Sumter in- 
creased their cannonading .to a .rapidity 
greater than had been attained before.T- 
About this time, the sheila and ammunition 
in the upper service-magazines exploded;1 
scattering the towers and upper-portions.of 
the building in every direction. The crash 
of the beams, the roarof the flames, the 
rapid explosion of the shells, and the show- 
er of fragments of the fort, with the black- 
ness of the smoke, made the scene inde- 
scribably terrific and grand. This contin- 
ued for several hours. 
Meanwhile, the 


main gates were burned down, the chassis 
of! the barbette guns were burned away on 
the gorge, and the upper portions of the 
towers had been demolished by shells. 


'There was not a portion of the fort where 


a breath of air could be got for hou rs, ex- 
cept through a wet cloth. The fire spread 
to the men's quarters, on the right hivnd 
and on the left, and endangered the powder 
which had been taken out of the maga; 


zinea. The men went through the fire'and 
covered the barrels with wet cloths, but the 
danger of the fort's blowing up became so 
imminent that they were obliged to heave 
the barrels out of the embrasures. 
While 


the powder was being thrown overboard, all 
the guns of Monltrii;, of the. iron floating 
battery, of the enfillade battery, and the 
Dahlgreen battery, worked with increased 
vigor. 


All but four barrels were thus disposed of, 


and those remaining were wrapped in many 
thicknesses of wet woolen blankets. 
But 


three cartridges were left, and these were 
in the guns. 
About this time the flagstaff 


of Fort Surnter was shot down, some fifty 
feet from the truck, th!s being the ninth 
time that it had been struck by a shot.—': 
The man cried out, '• The flag is down ; it 
has been shot away." In an instant, Lieut. 
Ha,ll rnshed forward and brought the (lag 
away. But, the halyards wore sa intrinsic- 
ally tangled, that it could not be righted; 
it^was, therefore, nailed to the -staff, and 
planted upon the ramparts, while batteries 
in every direction were playing upon them. 


A few moments altcranda man.was seen 


with a white flag tied to his swo'rd, and de- 
siring admission. He was admitte'l thro' 
an embrasure. In a great flurry, he said he 
was Gen. Wigfall, and that he came from 
G,en Beanresard, and added thatjhe had seen ' 
that Summer's.flag was down. Lieut. .Davis 
replied, " Oh, Sir I but it is up again.-'' 
The 


cannonading meanwhile continued. 
G.en. 


Wigfall asked that some one should hold 
his liag'_outsi«le. Lieut. Davis replied, " No, 
Sir I we don't raise a white tiag. It' you 
want your batteries to slop you must stop 
them." Gen. Wigfall then held the flag out 
of an embrasure. As soon as he had done., 
so, Lieut. Davis directed a corporal to re-: 
lieve him, 
as it was Gen. \Yigfall's flag. ./- 


Several shots struck .immediately around 


him while he was holding it out, when he 
started back,.and putting the flag in Wig- 
fall's face, said, "D—nit; I won't hold that 
flag, for they don't respect it. .They struck 
their colors, but we never did." Wigfall re- 
plied, " They fired at me three or four times, 
and'I should think you ought to stand it 
once." Wigfall then placed the white flag 
on the outside of the embrasure,; and pre-' 
sented himself to Major Anderson, and said 
that Gen. Beauregard -was desirous-; that,: 
blood should not be unnecessarily shed, and' 
also stated that he came.: from Gen: Beau- 
regard,'who desires to know if. Major An- 
derson would evacuate' the fort, and that if 
be would do so he might1 choose, his. own 
terms.

After a moment's hesitation ; Major An- 


derson replied that he would go out dn the 
same terms that he (Major: Anderson) had 
mentioned on the llth. Gen. Wigfhil then 
said: " Very well; then'it is understood 
that you will evacuate.- That is all I ha.ve 
to .do. You military men, will arrange;ev-: 
erything'else on your own terms." • - . He then 
departed, the white flag <still-wavtng where 
he had placed it, -and 
the stars and stripes 


waving from the flag-staff which had become- 
the target of the rebels.

Shortly after his"departure Major Lee, 
the 


Hon. 
Porcher Miles, Sen. Chesnut, and the 


Hon. 
Roger A. Pryor, the staff1 of Gen. 


Beauregard, approached thej fort with a 
white flag, and said they came 'from Gen. 
Beauregard, who had observed that the'flag 
had been down and raised again a few min- 
utes afterward. 
The general had sent over 


desiring to know if he could render any as- 
sistance, as he had observed that the fort 
was on fire. (This was perhaps a delicate 
mode of asking for a surrender.) 
Maj. An- 


derson, in replying requested them to thank 
Gen. 
Beauregard for the offer, but it was 


too late, as he had just agreed with Gen., 
Beauregard for an evacuation. The three 
comprising the deputy looked at each other 
blankly, and asked with whom ? 
Maj.'Afi-' 


derson, observing that there was something 
wrong, remarked that .Gen. Wigfall,'who 
had just left, had represented himself to be 
aid of Gen. Beaurega.rd,' arid that he had. 
come over to make the: proposition. 


After some conversation among them- 


selves, they said to Maj. 
Andcyson that 
Wig- 


fall had not seen Gen.' Beauregard for two 
days.. Maj. Anderson replied that. Gen. 
Wigfall's offer and its acceptance .had.plac- 
ed him in'a peculiar position: They then 
requested him to place in writing what Gen'.- 


Wigfall had said.to him, and they .would lay 
it;before Gen. Beauregard. ,.

Before'this reached Gen. Beauregard he 


sent his 'adjutant 'general* and Mother mem- 
bers of "his staff, including the' Hon. Roger

only of hot saluting his flag.. Major An- 
derson said that he:ha<] already informed 
Gen. 
Beauregard. that: he : was going out.

At this interview, a rather, : amusing inci-

it, said to him, "C.ol. Pryor, .did you drink 
any of that?" Pryor, looking very pale, 
answered " Yes, quite ah amount; a good 
deal."

do. Tue.surgeon told.'him to go with him 
to the , hospital. , - , :

The last that was seen of Pryor by the 


officers he was. going, out leaning on the 
the surgeon's arm, 
presenting a somewhat

colored shirt, large spurs, belt and sword, 
with revolver and bowie knife.

gave the great bowie.. knife.hero a dose of 
ipecac, which produced the: desired effect.

NEW ORLEANS IJJ-.DANGER.—Tbe Mobile 


News thinks the naval expedition recently 
despatched from New York is destined for 
the blockade of the port of New Orleans.. 
It proceeds to show how this could be done. 
As everything in this connection is now of 
the utmost interest, we reproduce the essen- 
tial portion of the News' article: 
; 


There is nothing now at command, .as 


we have no navy, to prevent a force being 
landed and eutrenched within the Missis- 
sippi. Their batteries placed in the swam: 
py wilderness above its several mouths 
would be still below forts Jackson and St. 
Philip, aud would effectually close the com- 
mercial gate of New Orleans, would pre- 
vent the approach of a force coming clown 
by the river to attack them, and could, noi 
be approached by land, for there is no land, 
properly speaking, by which troops could 
advance upon them. The men-of-war, then, 
would need to give themselves no trouble 
about the main river, and would be at liber, 
ty to watch the rigolets and all the bayous 
by which a pirogue, could reach the gulf 
waters f in which Lake Borgne, with the 
waters of which the Mexican gulf connects 
the city; to. watch .Bayou Chef Menteur, 
which is defended by a fort (that would 
keep them out); to watch Berwick's .Bay, 
with which the Opelousas railroad connects 
the city. There should at once be taken 
such precaution in the way of floating or 
temporary batteries as will prevent an ene- 
my getting within the Mississippi. ' The 
ideas set forth by a local cotemporary, that, 
if the river proper should be blockaded 
.steamers could freely navigate from the 
Mississippi, above New Orleans, by supple- 
mental Jbayou mouths, thence debouching 
to the gulf, is fallacious to a degree. 
The 


supplemental mouths' are there, but are not. 
openly navigable to the gulf," though nearly 
so, for they lose their channels by reason 
of the waters expanding into vast swampy 
wastes as they approach the .coast.
